Approval was given to the 
anti-litter ordinance and the subdivision plan for the senior high 
school. Introduced for first reading was a charter amendment to 
lower the voting age in city elections from 21 years to 18 years._ 


Special Membership Meeting 
Reveals Major GHI Issues

'More than 100 Greenbelt Homes, Inc. members turned out at 
the Center School auditorium last Thursday night to hear a three- 
man panel, consisting of GHI board members Nat Shinderman, 
Darwin Beck, and Charles Schwan, field a host of questions directed 
to them. Chaired by non-GHIer James Cassels, the meeting ap¬ 
parently gave a good picture of what the major issues will be in 
the forthcoming GHI board election to take place May 19-20. 


Although the critics of the board 
declined to engage in a panel 
debate, they were well represent¬ 
ed at the meeting and several pre¬ 
sentations were made on their be¬ 
half. A full opportunity was gran¬ 
ted by Cassels to have all view¬ 
points presented and he was con¬ 
gratulated afterwards on a well- 
conducted, orderly meeting. 

One of the major issues appears 
to be the financial status of the 
corporation. Critics stated that the 
board failed to keep the member¬ 
ship informed in a timely fashion 
of the deteriorating reserves and 
liquid cash position of the corpor¬ 
ation, referring to a March 15, 1968 
audit report by the firm of J. 
Henry Oehmann & Co. 

1968 Auditor’s Report 

In this report, the auditors stated 
that “we feel compelled to point up 
your financial operating trend 
which could lead to trouble. Defi¬ 
cit operations and investments in 
long range notes and house con¬ 
struction had produced a rapid de¬ 
crease in reserves and a deteriora¬ 
tion of, cash and working capital.” 
The report went on to note that 
cash reserves had dropped from 
$522,810 to $419,943 from Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1964 to December 31, 1967. 

The panelists denied the charge 
that the audit report was kept from 
the membership, and Lekh Batra. 
who earlier had raised the question 
of timeliness, subsequently ack¬ 
nowledged that he had been mis¬ 
informed and that the report had 
become general knowledge as the 
result of a GHI audit committee 
report delivered at the annual 
membership meeting of May 1968. 

The panelists further observed 
that the 1968 audit report also con¬ 
tained praise for the corporation, 
saying that “in our judgment, 
(Greenbelt Homes) has been an out¬ 
standing example of a proper blend 
of cooperative philosophy, sound 
financing, and dedicated manage¬ 
ments 

Level of Reserves 

Milton Hoffman said that the 
mam point about the audit report 
was that the board did not take the 
warning to heart and continued 
“on its own merry way.” As a re¬ 
sult, the ratio of current assets to 
current liabilities dropped from 
2.99 in 1964 to 1.14 in 1970. This, 
he said, is the best measure of the 
corporation’s poor liquidity posi¬ 
tion. which now must be improved. 

The panelists denied that they 
ignored the warning. “We were 
well aware that the asset-to-liabil- 
ity ratio had dropped to an unde¬ 
sirably low level,” panelist Shinder¬ 
man said, “and had already taken 
steps to reverse the trend before 
the audit report even appeared,” 

Panelist Beck added that subse¬ 
quent to this letter, monthly charg¬ 
es were increased each year, though 
perhaps not as much as the audi¬ 
tor would have liked. “We then 
faced up to the whole question of 
reserves and working capital by 
undertaking an intensive study. 
First, we consulted with Federal 
agencies and co-ops to determine 
what a proper level of reserves 
should be. Finding that no one had 
the answers, the board then de¬ 
vised its own formula for rebuild¬ 
ing the reserves, which was pre¬ 
sented to the membership last De¬ 
cember. Unfortunately, the mem¬ 
bership did not approve the in¬ 
crease in monthly charges which 
would have allowed some restora¬

tion of the reserves.” 

“Apparently,” said panelist 
Schwan, “we are damned if we do, 
a.nd damned if we don’t. The same 
group of critics who were so vehe¬ 
ment against an increase in month¬ 
ly charges last December are now 
berating us for not restoring the 
reserves which means increased 
monthly charges. I don’t under¬ 
stand it,” he added. 

Shinderman also observed that 
the drop in the asset-to-liability ra¬ 
tio was not “something sinister. 
The money was spent for good pur¬ 
poses. We had built up the res¬ 
erves so that they could be ex¬ 
pended when needed for such cap¬ 
ital improvements as hot water 
lines, boilers, etc. Now wc arc 
taking measures to remedy the low 
level of reserves.” 

“Actually,” Beck added, “we 
have turned the corner and our 
ratio is on the way up. In 1968 
it was 1.09 and in 1970, 1.41.” 

Larger Homes 

Mary Welsh noted that despite 
the continued losses incurred by 
the corporation in the sixties, the 
board continued to invest its re¬ 
serves in the larger homes pro¬ 
gram. Mabel Handler charged that 
the deterioration of GHI’s financial 
position can be traced primarily 
to the initiation of the larger 
homes program for which, Batra 
said, “we were ill-prepared.” 

Schwan replied that no money 
of GHI is tide up in the townhou- 
ses and that some $90,000 of GHI 
money was invested in the mortg¬ 
ages on the four free-standing 
homes. “This money is part of our 
assets,” he said, “and drawing 
down a relatively high rate of in¬ 
terest which can be used to help 
keep dowrn monthly charges,” 

But Hoffman said that this 
$90,000 cannot be considered liquid 
reserves —- “cannot be jingled in 
our pockets” — and that it was 
foolish for the board to invest in 
long-range projects when it has a 
current need for cash. Mrs. Hand¬ 
ler added that this state of affairs 
led her to the conclusion that the 
corporation needs competent pro¬ 
fessional advice through an outside 
See GHI, page 3, col.

Ag. Center Annexation 
Approved by College Park 

On April 13, the College Park 
city council approved an annexa¬ 
tion proposal calling for the addi¬ 
tion of about two-thirds of the Ag¬ 
ricultural Research Center to the 
city’s boundaries, by a 5-2 vote. 

The decision is subject to a 
referendum vote by the residents 
living in the areas to be annexed, if 
a petition is filed by May 28. 

The City of Greenbelt opposed 
the annexation of that part of the 
Research Center immediately north 
of Greenbelt’s boundaries. 


Critics of CHI Board 
Continue To Attack

At a second public meeting on 
April 27, of the group of GHI mem¬ 
bers under the name of the Mutual 
Homeowners Association, four of 
the group’s slate which will run in 
the GHI election for the board or 
audit committee were announced: 
Mabel Handler, James C. Smith 
(4-H Southway), Ben Elkins and 
Martin Blake. These contenders 
made statements to an audience of 
about fifteen people, reiterating a 
call for an independent audit and 
criticizing present board policies. 

Milton Hoffman led off by saying 
that “the frame home owners 
seem to feel they are being dis¬ 
criminated against,” and charged 
that GHI essentially used the 
frame homes as collateral for the 
four and a half million-dollar loan 
made for the new homes. He said 
that 51% of the total membership, 
in his opinion, should have to ap¬ 
prove such new construction in the 
future. He also claimed that 
GHI did not compare favorably 
with the firms of B. F. Saul or 
Shannon and Luchs, as far as 
management went. 

Mabel Handler cited decreases 
in the corporation’s assets, in cash 
and reserves, of from $100,000 to 
$200,000 in both of the two-year 
periods 1965-67 and 1967-69; she 
noted that the figures came from 
the March 22, 1970 report of the 
subcommittee on reserves, which 
contained the statement “since 
1961 these assets have declined 
steadily," and which was signed by 
present directors Darwin Beck, 
Nat Shinderman and Norman 
Weyel. Mrs. Handler said the 
present board had committed 
an error in using the diminishing 
reserves for building new houses, 
in view of the auditor’s warning of 
March 15, 1968. Mrs. Cathy Foster, 
from the audience, urged that all 
persons present should read the au¬ 
ditor’s letter for themselves, and 
charged the board with “keeping 
this letter under wraps” even 
though its duty to reveal the cor¬ 
poration’s financial status is in the 
by-laws. 

James C. Smith criticized the ap¬ 
plication of the corporation’s by¬ 
laws, saying that, for example, the 
shed by-laws have been violated 
consistently. 

Martin Blake of 2-M Research, 
a relative newcomer to Greenbelt, 
stated that the members’ rejection 
of the Board’s requested rate in¬ 
crease shows “there is a definite 
lack of trust in what the board has 
to say,” and that the cost of liv¬ 
ing had not gone up by this 
amount (14%). 

Ben Elkins said that “two of the 
original three greenbelt towns, 
have gone down the sewer of 
history,” and “the awful truth is 
that this corporation is unlike any 
other corporation in the U.S.” He 
thus attacked strongly the view 
that GHI is run as a cooperative. 

He also accused the board’s 
president of retreating behind the 
corporation’s attorney, Albert 
Ginsberg, who was not responsible 
to the membership. 


PUBLIC HEARING DATE 

The city council has set Mon¬ 
day. May 24, for the public hear¬ 
ing on the 1971-72 municipal 
budget required by the charter. 
The budget, which as presented 
by city manager James Giese 
calls for an increase in the city 
property tax rate from $0.80 per 
$100 assessed valuation to $0.99. 
must be adopted by June 10. 
On Monday, May 10, council will 
hold another budget review 
meeting dealing with miscellan¬ 
eous items and employee bene¬ 
fits. 


The latter was a subject of a 
statement by George Beauchamp, 
Jr,, chairman of the City Elections 
Advisory Committee, advising the 
council that the Committee was 
not in favor of changing the pre¬ 
sent voting age. The basic reas¬ 
on given by Beauchamp was the 
feeling that youngsters are not 
well-informed about, or interested 
in, local afairs. 

Beauchamp said that if the coun¬ 
cil’s intent was merely to be pre¬ 
pared in case the proposed U. S. 
constitutional amendment lowering 
the voting age to 18 for all juris¬ 
dictions was adopted before the 
city election on September 21, a 
charter amendment was not needed 
since the constitutional amend¬ 
ment would have precedence over 
any charter provision. 

Mayor Edgar Smith replied, how¬ 
ever, that it was council’s intent to 
lower the age to 18, regardless of 
what happens to the constitutional 
amendment. The debate will con¬ 
tinue at the next council meeting 
on Monday, May 17. 

Senior High School 

Council agreed to notify the 
Maryland National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission that it 
approved a preliminary subdivision 
plan for the Franklin D. Roose¬ 
velt senior high school to be lo¬ 
cated on the Smith-Ewing tract 
east of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. In keeping with the 
city’s Advisory Planning Board re¬ 
commendations, council urged that 
direct access to the school property 
be from the proposed Hanover 
Parkway and not from Greenbelt 
Road. 

Sidewalk Dispute 

Council found itself in the middle 
of a dispute among Lakeside res¬ 
idents as to the merits of a side¬ 
walk or a cleared right-of-way for

Free Rabies Clinic 

On Wednesday, May 12, from 6- 
8 p.m., Greenbelt residents can 

take their pets to a free rabies 
clinic at the Fire Dept, Crescent 
Rd. The vaccinations the pets re¬ 
ceive will immunize them for a 1- 
ycar period. Pet owmers will be 
given a rabies shot tag for their 
pet, as well as a slip of paper cer¬ 
tifying the date and type of rabies 
vaccination administered. How- 
ever, no pets under 3 months will 
be vaccinated. 

The Prince Georges County 
Health Department runs these 
clinics, and the personnel in charge 
remind you that the bite of a rabid 
animal almost always proves fatal 
to the victim unless he receives 
prompt medical attention. Vac¬ 
cinating your pet against rabies 
protects them and you from the 
threat of contracting the disease.

pedestrians along Lakeside Drive. 
A letter from Mrs. R. H. Jackson 
was read to council which stated 
that neither the Center School PTA 
nor Lakeside Citizens Association 
had formally approved the idea of 
a sidewalk or an alternative clear¬ 
ed right-of-way. 

This letter was replied to by MrS. 
Beverly Stone, who said that the 
welfare of citizens must have pri¬ 
ority over the desires of local citi¬ 
zens associations. Council decided 
to defer action until it heard from 
the president of the PTA, Charles 
Mills. 

In the meantime, city manager 
James K. Giese advised council 
that the cost of a sidewalk on 
Lakeside Drive would be unusual¬ 
ly high due to problems with exist¬ 
ing grades and obstructions such 
as utility poles and fire hydrants. 
When estimates were last obtained, 
sidewalk construction costs were 
estimated at $7.20 a linear foot, and 
the cost of underdrain, $3.20 a foot 
Normal sidewalk costs are about 
$3.50 a running foot, not including 
the cost of resodding disturbed ar¬ 
eas. The underdrain work is nec¬ 
essary to pick up a number of 
streams that presently flow into 
the street, creating a winter icing 
problem. The practice is for the 
entire cost of sidewalks to be as¬ 
sessed against abutting property 
owners. 

North way Sidewalk 
Council also deferred action on 
a proposal for sidewalks along 
Northway until the residents are 
notified of the proposal. Giese said 
that a Northway sidewalk could be 
constructed on the northwest 
(downhill) side without too much 
difficulty. The cost, therefore, 
would be close to the normal cost 
In another sidewalk matter, coun¬ 
cil decided to ask for engineering 
estimates of what it would cost to 
cut down the high bump on Cres¬ 
cent Road in front of St. Hugh’s. 
Such work would be preliminary 
to constructing a permanent side¬ 
walk along Crescent from Parkway 
to St. Hugh’s. 

Landfill 

Council directed Giese to proceed 
with negotiations for city use of a 
College Park landfill in the Agri¬ 
cultural Research Center at a cost 
of approximately $12,000 a year. 
Greenbelt’s present landfill at 
Northway Rd. Extended is nearly 
exhausted. Among some of the 
College Park conditions attached 
to the agreement are that Green¬ 
belt would make its bulldozer avail¬ 
able for the land, that costs would 
be assessed after six months, and 
that College Park w’ould have ac¬ 
cess to any future landfill acquired 
by Greenbelt for a period of ten 
years. The city is seeking to modi¬ 
fy some of these requirements. 

The city clerk reported the re¬ 
sults of the special May 1 voting 
registration. From Springhill Lake, 
262 new voters signed up; from 
Center School, 26; and from North 
End School, 8. 

Other Matters 

Council approved an ordinance 
prohibiting the riding or walking 
of horses or similar animals in city 
parks and on public sidewalks. It 
also approved a transfer of some 
$43,000, mostly from the contingen¬ 
cy and salary adjustment reserves 
to cover deficits caused by salary 
increases made at start of fiscal 
year. 

Council accepted a bid of $2,855 
from Traffic Engineers Supply Co. 
for the furnishing of equipment for 
flashing signs to be placed at each 
of the four elementary schools in 
the city. The signs can be set to 
fla~sh when school starts and ends, 
five days a week. 

Council approved for first read¬ 
ing a resolution commemorating 
the Disabled American Veterans 
50th anniversary. Councilman Ro¬ 
bert McGee was appointed to the 
Land Use policy committee of the 
Council of, Governments.

management audit survey, Ben El¬ 
kins implied that 20 percent of the 
GHI membership move in and out 
of the corporation each year be¬ 
cause of their concern over the 
GHI financial situation. 

Structural Survey 
Another board project that came 
under attack was the proposed 
structural survey of the frame 
homes. Hoffman and George Ad¬ 
ams said that the survey was not 
needed. “We have competent staff 
personnel who can tell us what is 
wrong with the frame homes,” Ad¬ 
ams said. “Mainly they are heat¬ 
ing problems and the need for el¬ 
ectrical build-up.” 

The latter statement prompted 
Mat Amberg, who termed himself 
also a critic of the board, to caus¬ 
tically remark that perhaps the 
structural survey should be re¬ 
named an analytical audit survey 
to get the approval of the critics. 
“Apparently,” he concluded, “their 
approval of an outside survey is 
based on whether the idea origin¬ 
ated with the board or themselves.” 

Hoffman charged that the pri¬ 
mary purpose of the structural sur¬ 
vey is to determine what frame 
homes to demolish when they be¬ 
come obsolete. “This is striking 
fear into the bosoms of our mem¬ 
bers,” he said. 

Schwan and Shinderman took 
great exception to this charge. 
‘The purpose of the structural sur¬ 
vey,” Schwan said, “is to determine 
with a greater measure of exactness 
where we should go on the capital 
improvements program and where 
we should put our attentions.” 

Shinderman emphasized that 
there is absolutely no way for GHI 
or anybody else to “take over or 
demolish your home. You have a 
contract,” he said, “which guaran¬ 
tees your perpetual right to occu¬ 
pancy. Any arbitrary action on the 
part of the board can be appealed 
to the membership and to the 
courts.” 

But Hoffman maintained that the 
corporation was the sole arbiter 
of the contract, which could be ar¬ 
bitrarily interpreted by the board. 
Schwan said, “This is as wrong as 
could be. It is cruel, a cruel jest 
to play on people, particularly the 
elderly, to say that their homes 
can be taken away.” 

The structural survey was criti¬ 
cized by Eunice Coxon on the 
grounds that unfavorable publicity 
and headlines were being directed 
toward the condition of the frame 
homes. “This might discourage 
sales,” she said. 

Schwan thought it odd that just 
after accusing the board of alleg¬ 
edly not keeping the membership 
fully informed of GHI operations, 
the critics turn around on another 
matter and ask for suppression of 
information. “I don’t see how our 
gaining knowledge of structures 
that are 30 years old is any kind 
of denigration,” he said. “Should 
we sit in our idyllic bliss kidding 
ourselves about what needs to be 
done?” One member of the audi¬ 
ence, Joe Dalis, a mechanical en¬ 
gineer, stated his belief that the 
survey should have been done years 
ago. 

The issue of keeping the mem¬ 
bers informed kept popping up all 
evening. Elkins and Cathy Foster 
wanted to know why the auditors 
reports couldn’t be distributed and 
were so hard to get hold of. Schwan 
said they consisted of many pages 
but were available to be read at the 
GHI office. GHI Newsletter chair¬ 
man Katherine Keene said that ex¬ 
cerpts used to be printed in the 
Newsletter, but then she made the 
unilateral decision that articles on 
sheds and maintenance problems 
were probably of much greater in¬ 
terest to the average reader than 
this financial document Elkins ex¬ 
pressed amazement, “You mean 
that sheds are more important than 
the- financial status of the corpor¬ 
ation?” and marched out of the 
meeting. 

Individual Complaints 

Many of the other items criti¬ 
cized dealt with matters that af¬ 
fected individuals. Norman Charles 
and James C. Smith (4-H South¬ 
way) talked about their parking 
problems. Smith said that the need 
for off-street parking was the crit¬ 
ical issue facing the corporation. 
Charles wanted the regulations en¬ 


forced on violators of no-parking 
areas. 

On the other hand Mat Amberg 
denounced the board for its efforts 
to enforce regulations, especially 
with respect to hedges, sheds 
and painting, which he termed 
“stupid, conflicting, and infringe¬ 
ment of individual rights.” Recent¬ 
ly he had been called on the carpet 
by the board in response to com¬ 
plaints about his hedges. 

Shinderman countered by say¬ 
ing that “apparently Amberg wants 
the right to decide what regula¬ 
tions he will abide by. He neglec¬ 
ted to say that the regulations have 
been reviewd at board, committee, 
and special membership meetings. 
It's the difference of one member 
with the group. The membership 
has given us the responsibility 
for enforcement. You think we 
like to apply them? It’s the most 
distasteful aspect of our job.” 

Amberg argued that the board 
could better expend its energies. For 
example, he thought that the board 
had not faced up to the real pro¬ 
blems of the corporation by failing 
to raise monthly charges sufficient¬ 
ly in the past. 

One member wanted to know 
what salaries were paid to top 
staff members of the corporation. 
The answer was general manager, 
$20,114; director of engineering, 
$17,503; comptroller, $13,890; and 
administrative assistant, $8,638. 

During the evening several states- 
man-like appeals were made to the 
members. Batra asked for the end 
of the divisiveness and bitterness 
that seems to be characterizing 
GHI membership relations. He 
hoped that members would remem¬ 
ber the cooperative spirit and work 
together to solve mutual problems. 
Barbara Likowski expressed dis¬ 
couragement that so much of the 
meeting was devoted to airing pet¬ 
ty peeves when she had hoped that 
the meeting would be devoted to 
solving the major problems facing 
the co-op. 

Amberg closed the meeting with 
an appeal to the critics of the 
board that they come forth with a 
program so that members could 
evaluate it before the election. He 
thought the board deserved to be 
replaced, partly bcause of its arro¬ 
gance, but he wanted to know the 
alternatives. 

Sen. Gruening to Speak 
On U. S. Role in S. E. Asia 

Former U. S. Senator Ernest 
Gruening has accepted an invita¬ 
tion to speak in Greenbelt, at a 
public forum on U. S. involvement 
in Southeast Asia; the event will 
be held on Monday, May 17 at 8 
p.m., in the meeting room of the 
Greenbelt Public Library. Also on 
the program is Captain Robert 
Master M.D., Preventive Medicine 
Officer at Fort Meade, a recent 
Vietnam veteran of the 101st Air¬ 
borne Division, and a member of 
the Concerned Officers Movement. 
Questions and comments from the 
audience will be welcomed by the 
speakers. The forum will be mod¬ 
erated by Bruce Bowman of Green¬ 
belt and will include a review of 
community activities by Bertram 
Donn, also of Greenbelt. 

In his Greenbelt talk. Senator 
Gruening will discuss the course 
of U.S. foreign policy in Southeast 
Asia and prospects for the future. 

The forum is sponsored by the 
Greenbelt Peace Committee.

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Cily Takes Action 
On Erosion Problems 

by Elaine Skolnik 

Work began on Monday to cor¬ 
rect erosion problems near the 
footbridge between the end of 
Fayette Place and the Woodland 
Hills subdivision. City Manager 
James K. Giese told council on 
Monday night that a concrete wall 
(sloping) with weep holes would 
be constructed across the stream 
bed at the end of the existing dirt 
rubble-filled swale. Construction 
of the wall would raise the height 
of the stream behind it and the 
wall will be back-filled with rub¬ 
ble (cement blocks, bricks, stone). 
Jordan Choper voiced concern at 
the council meeting about the safe¬ 
ty of children in that area and was 
told by Giese that the project was 
intended to eliminate hazards. 

Councilwoman Elizabeth Maffay 
cited another erosion problem be¬ 
tween the two GHI homes on 
Northway and the 13 court of Hill¬ 
side. Giese said that probably the 
best solution would be piping to 
about the point of the ballfield 
but that the responsibility for the 
area in question is not clear. Later 
Giese noted that accessibility to 
the site would be a problem. 

Rhea Cohen wondered if the city 
could get the owners of parcel 15 
to correct the erosion on the site 
which she said was polluting In¬ 
dian Creek. She suggested that the 
city look into a section of the new 
county grading ordinance which, 
she said, according to the inspec¬ 
tion department, covers existing 
conditions. (The new ordinance 
primarily refers to new construc¬ 
tion.) She also pointed out that 
at the base of a culvert between 
Laurel Hill and Research Road on 
GHI property there is a large pile 
of trash — tires, assorted objects of 
metal and plastic, and an oil slick. 
Giese was directed by council to 
look into both matters.

Recreation Groups 
Testify on Budget

Council needed less than two 
hours to zip through budget re¬ 
quests from Greenbelt’s volunteer 
recreation groups on Tuesday, 
April 26. Noting that financial re¬ 
ports received from the groups 
prior to the meeting expedited 
matters, council also applauded 1 
the efforts of some of the groups, 
notably the Boys and Girls Club, 
to increase their fund-raising ac¬ 
tivities. With the exception of a 
request for a large hike in the 
Greenbelt Concert Band director’s 
salary, it appeared that council 
was generally satisfied with the 
proposed budgets. 

In hopes of receiving more rec¬ 
reation money from the Maryland 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission, council stated 
its intention to appear before the 
county council hearing on the 
MNCPPC budget. Council does 
not feel that Greenbelt gets its 
fair share of funds from the coun¬ 
ty and has already voiced its dis¬ 
satisfaction at a recent MNCPPC 
budget hearing. It was pointed out 
that Greenbelt facilities, such as 
the lake and ball fields, are used 
heavily by groups and persons not 
residing 'in Greenbelt. In addition, 
participants in several programs 
are non-residents. For example, 
only twelve of the sixty member 
Greenbelt Concert band reside in 
Greenbelt. 

In requesting more funds for the 
director of the band, Thomas Cher- 
rix explained that the increase 
w T ould make the director’s salary 
comparable to those for Rockville 
and other bands in the area. Coun¬ 
cilman Richard Pilski felt, how¬ 
ever, that it was not realistic to 
compare Greenbelt, a city of 19,000, 
to the 40,000 population of Rock¬ 
ville. Performing some twelve con¬ 
certs a year, five of which are in 
Greenbelt, the band this year at¬ 
tracted large audiences. Recreation 
Director Darald Lofgren vsaid it is 
probably the best group in the 
county. 

Speaking for the joggers, Barry 
Noel requested $100, half of which 
would provide trophies on an an¬ 
nual basis for those who have 
maintained a regular jogging pro¬ 
gram. “Trophies encourage peo¬ 
ple to run,” he said. The other $50 
would be used to pick up a spon¬ 
sor for a special event. Noel felt 
it was not necessary for the city 
to include funds for physical ex¬ 
aminations for potential joggers. 

George Jones of the Aquatic 
Boosters Club told council that the 
innovation of the Novice Meet last 
year met with success. The club, 
he said, plans no further expan¬ 
sion this year. Council commend¬ 
ed the club as a good example of 
wide citizen participation. 

Springhill Bake Boys Baseball 
representatives, Mrs. Martha Sut¬ 
ton and Beonard Grossman, were 
assured that not only would the 
fields be ready for opening day on 
May 22, but that badly needed 
catcher mitts requested in the 1971- 
72 budget could be purchased now. 

Bittle Beague’s Dinks Bloyd ex¬ 
pressed appreciation for the work 
done by the City on McDonald 
Field. Bloyd noted that umpires 
would, in the main, be local boys. 

This is in keeping with council’s 
wishes that Greenbelters be given 
priority in staffing programs. 
Bittle Beague has some 120 boys in 
its major league and 60-80 boys in 
the minors. 

The Boys Club, which has under¬ 
gone a revival and a reorganiza¬ 
tion, is now known as the Boys and 
Girls Club. In 1970 the club field¬ 
ed approximately 270 boys in its 
football program. Also offered 
are Boys and Girls Basketball, 
Boys and Girls Softball and Girls 
Cheerleaders. Joseph Wilkinson, a 
moving force in the revitalization 
of the organization, told council 
that it is the hope of the twenty- 
member Board of Directors to ex¬ 
tend the program to include 17- 
and 18-year-olds. He said, “If we 
ever intend to do anything for the 
youth in this town - to help knock 
out drugs - this program must be 
supported and strengthened.”
